I hey are t e on > 
people in the world who can live at home without 
the m onthly demand for high house 
rent.

water and electric lights, and the bills of the grocer 
for supplies. The man who has the opportunity to 
be independent of all these primary necessities o 
life imposed upon the town and city dwellers, and 
then can’t dig prosperity oyt ot the sod, is ins. 
simply following a line of farming which he knows 
is wrong and which he should not permit to con- 
tinue.

“The people in towns and cities co-operate and 
work together for their personal uplift and business 
success. The farmers should adopt the same meth­ 
ods for their promotion and prosperity. Merchants 
will not lay in an over-supply of goods which they 
cannot sell at a profit. Farmers co-operating together 
should not plant and harvest a superabundance of 
nv Staple crov which they cannot market at a 
profit to themselves. They should by co-operative 
effort, control the markets for their products and 
regulate the prices. Tho child or dependent has no 
right to regulate the actions or control of the parent 
or guardian. After the same manner, the general 
public has no inherent right to control or dictate the 
prices of raw products. 
“If farmers will first provide fully for their own 
needs at home and then co-operate together in the 
intelligent and systematic marketing of their pro­ 
ducts. farm life will become attractive, contented and 
prosperous. W e must learn to do thai which we 
ought to do. and do it, rather than follow the even 
tenor of desires to do what each wants to do.

CANADA FOR RECIPROCITY. 
The wheel turns, in Canada as elsewhere. Ten years ago 
the Liberal Party went down to defeat in a memorable cam­ 
paign of which the chief issue was trade reciprocity with the 
United States. The initiative had come from President Taft, , 
who staked his political fortunes on that plan for closer trade 
relations between the two countries. The plan was generally 
favored in the states, though western agrcultural interests 
were dubious or hostile. The British took alarm and made an 
imperial issue of it. Rudyard Kipling cabled excitedly to Can­ 
ada on election day, “It is your own soul that you put in 
jeopardy this day/’ The antagonistic propaganda won, and 
Canadian refusal settled the matter. 
Now, in the election held just the other day, the Liberal 
party comes back to power, largely on this same issue of re­ 
ciprocity. The Canadian people evidently are for it now, by a 
big majority. Time has softened their feelings toward the 
United States and made them .see more clearly the advan­ 
tages of business co-operation between two countires which, 
though divided politically by man, have been made one econo­ 
mically by nature. 
There will probably be new proposals for reciprocity now, 
coming from Cauda, since our neighbors have come to see 
that two such countries grow rich from exchanging goods writh 
each other. Our industrial and financial interests will doubt­ 
less support the proposal.

------------------o------------------ 
FAVORABLE POLITICAL OUTLOOK. 
That the two leading parties in the state will not permit 
factional fights among the candidates for governor now seems 
certain. More and more the members of the democratic party 
who have aspirations to fill the highest office in the state are 
demonstrating their desire for a campaign free from prejudice 
or false charges. Many recall the bitter fight of the 1914 
campaign and the fight for the nomination for United States 
senator in 1920. 
Several men have been spoken of as probable candid­ 
ates for the democratic nomination, and most of them are 
men of high ideals and would make efficient governors. We 
need a big man another four years and we need a united 
party behind him. We believe that is exactly what we shall 
get.
